WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 (AP). 
—Donald M. Nelson has been 
designated “personal representa- 


tive” of President Roosevelt, with 
rank at the cabinet level, and will 
occupy offices in the White House. 

The appointment was confirmed 
letter shortly before Nelson, 
WPB chairman, left this 


to create a Chinese 
war production board, it was 
ascertained today. 

The presidential letter notified 
Nelson he would sit in cabinet 
meetings, and was understood also 
to mention another trip in the 
Pacific on his return from China. 
This appeared to point to New 
Zealand or Australia. 

Beyond this, the note did not 
go much farther in formalizing 
Nelson’s status that the “Dear 
Donald” letter accepting Nelson’s 
resignation from strife-torn WPB. 
Roosevelt then asked him to re- 
main in the Government for “a 
high post of major importance” 
in international economic affairs. 


For this reason, some friends of 
Nelson believe the new message to 
be an interim device, emphasiz- 
ing Nelson’s role as direct eco- 


nomic envoy between the Presi- 
dent and the heads of foreign gov- 
ernments, probably to be followed 
up by a more precise title and 
official status. 


Offices for Nelson already have 
been established in the White 
House, where Mobilization Direc- 
tor James F. Byrnes also is quar- 
tered. Nelson’s personal effects, 
along with the souvenirs of faur 
years in the WPB, have been re- 
moved from his old office in the 
Social Security building, 


Nelson, whose arrival in Chung- 
king with a group of steel and 
alcohol experts was announced 
last week, is expected to return 
as soon as his task of reinvigorat- 
ing China’s flagging war produc- 
tion is well started.

Weakening Resistance. 


Both the American Seventh and 
Third armies were beating east- 
ward toward Strasbourg and 
Saarbrucken, meeting weakening 
rearguard resistance from the 
Germans. 

French troops charged into the 
fortress city of Belfort—bypassed 
in the plunge to the Rhine—and 
were fighting to clean it up, a 
front dispatch declared tonight. 

(Gen, Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
speaking to correspondents in 
Paris, said that Belfort had been 
captured.) 

The sweep into Belfort was sure 
| prising, even to the assaulting 
| French, for it and Metz had been 
considered the two strongest for- 
tresses in eastern France. Belfort 
is ringed by more than a score 
of satellite forts. 


Sarrebourg, a rail and high- 
way junction 32 miles from the 
Rhine, was captured by the 
Forty-fourth Infantry Division, 
which went into action only a 
few days ago. This division is 
commanded by Maj. Gen, Rob- 
ert L. Spragins. 

Mechanized patrols were stab 
bing into the Saverne Gap beyond 
Sarrebourg toward Strasbourg.

ALSACE, Nov. 20 (Delayed) (AP). 
—Gen. Je an de Lattre de Tas- 
signy’s French troops stood a 
watch on the Rhine tonight, hav- 
ing reached the river at three 
places in a spectacular 20-mile 
advance against crumbling Ger- 
man resistance which permitted 
other French forces to drive into 
outflanked Belfort. 

The French and Germans are 
trading. fire across the swollen 
Rhine where, at one of the points 
reached by the French, a bridge 
wash-out trapped several hundred 
Germans on the west bank as 
they tried to hold off the French. 

In the drive to the Rhine, the 
French captured Altkirch, eight 
miles southwest of Mulhouse, and 
the frontier towns of Hirsingue, 
Tagsdorff and Steinsoultz, in the 
Altkirch area. 

Limited gains were made in the 
Gerardmer region of the French 
First Army’s front.

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AFL Convention Action for Unity

Resolutions by Two Unions Call for Definite

The labor unity resolutions— 
significantly advanced by two 
unions which left the AFL and 
have returned to the fold—are 
couched in such terms of diplo-

The International Typographical 
Union has urged that the AFL 
peace committee and executive 
council make known present plans 
for bringing about a meeting for 
exploration of possible avenues of 
unity with the CIO. It was point- 
ed out that differences have con- 
tinued for so long that it is un- 
likely “unity will be achieved in 
the ranks of labor without some 
concrete indication of a practical 
basis upon which the AFL is will- 
ing to approach the problem.” 

The Typographical Union has 
proposed that members be _ in- 
formed on points of fundamental 
disagreement between the AFL 
and the CIO and other groups 
outside of the AFL, and has asked 
for submission of a definite basis 
on which the AFL would be will- 
ing to settle such controversial 
points. 

It was recalled that the Inter- 
national Typographical Union con- 
vention resolved last summer that 
the “peace” committee of the AFL 
and the CIO begin immediate unl- 
ty conferences. 

Possibility of Presentation. 

Another unity resolution, intro- 
duced by David Dubinsky and his 
International Ladies Garment 
Workers Union, pointed out that 
the division in organized labor 
gave its enemies advantages for 
attack in the postwar period and 
demanded an immediate confer- 
ence with CIO representatives 
and also with John L. Lewis and 
his United Mine Workers. The

Stumbling Block. 


Chief stumbling block is the 
problem of limitation of traffic- 
carrying capacity, the British plan 
for dividing business. Behind 
that particular problem, however, 
lies the proposal, which Canada 
had supported, for each nation to 
retain the right to carry traffic 
originating in it or destined for 
it. This has been interpreted as 
preventing the carrying of inter- 
mediate traffic and is reported to 
be the biggest source of dispute 
between the United States and the 
British. Canada is understood to 
have receded from its stand. 

The British proposal would pre- 
vent an American plane flying a 
route from New York to Warsaw 
from picking up passengers at in- 
termediate stops on the outbound 
trip or from carrying passengers 
part of the way on its return. 

If that issue can be settled, an 
official said, it will be possible to 
work out a system of carrying 
Capacity controls.

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Chinese Cabinet Shake-Up Viewed 
As Not Revolutionary Although 
It Starts a Trend Long Overdue 


Gen. Chen Cheng, Who Heads Army, Favors 
Close Co-operation With U. S. Advisers 
and Gets Along Well With Americans — 
Reactionaries in Less Vital Jobs.

LTHOUGH none of the current Government changes can be 
Ac: revolutionary, they represent a beginning of a trend 

which has been long overdue in the military, political and eco- 
nomic spheres. 

If the new War Minister, Gen. Chen Cheng, who replaced Gen. 
Ho Ying-chin drastic 
reforms in the Chinese army so necessary to cope with the present 


in yesterday's shakeup, intends to effect the 


perilous situation, he will require a staff in complete harmony with 


his views—something which remains to be seen. 


Gen. Chen is only 44 years old. 
Besides his youthful outlook, he 
is popular with most of his sub- 
ordinates and has a_ generally 
good fighting record. He is a man 
of simple habits, lacks the faults 
of the old-style warlords, and re- 
gards Chinese soldiers as human 
beings. Moreover, he is not tainted 
with any record of pro-Japanism 
or compromise. American officers 
like him because he is receptive 
to new ideas and favors close co- 
operation with United States ad- 
visers. Gen. Chen was thrown 
into close contact with Americans 
during a brief period as com- 
mander of the Chinese forces in 
Southwestern China, and that was 
a period of relative harmony. 
Stomach ulcers forced him to re- 
linquish that post and he owes 
his life to surgery at the hands 
of American doctors imported for 
the job. 


On the political side, the rc- 
moval of Chen Li-fu as Minister 
of Education, to be minister of 
the Kuomintang (government 
party) organization, will partly 
answer the widespread criticism 
of his alleged reactionary outlook. 

His power in and over the party 
is little affected since he has 
taken over the place of his 
brother, Chen Kuo-fu, as chair- 
man of the Board of Organization. 
As a result of his removal as 
Minister of Education, however, 
there is hope that in that sphere 
at least, there will be some 
changes in policy. 


a loyal party man, but he has a 
good record as an educator and 
as a man of honest purpose. His 
views on educationa] matters are 
different from those of this prede- 
cessor. Criticism of Chen Li-fu 
reached a high point at meetings 
of the People’s Political Council 
and recently had taken the form 
of student demonstrations. 

Whether O. K. Yui, as succes- 
sor to H. H. Kung in the Finance 
Ministry, will be able to check 
the country’s economic deteriora- 
tion, is an open question in view 
of the difficult situation. Few 
will deny that it is a change for 
the better, but how much for the 
better nobody can say. 

As a former banker Yui shocked 
the die-hards by his wholesale re- 
moval of deadwood on his staff. 
If he shows the same tendency 
now, he will win much popular ap- 
proval. He has a reputation for 
personal] integrity.

Senator Vandenberg Replies 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial of Nov. 14 entitled 
“Lame Duck Bad Medicine” has just 
come to my attention. 

You are complaining because of my 
proposal to “freeze” social security pay- 
roll taxes for old-age pensions at 1 per 
@eent each on workers and employers in- 
stead of permitting these taxes to be 
doubled next January. If your conclu- 
sions are based on a full understanding 
of the facts, I have nothing to say. But 
it seems to me that you misapprehend 
the facts. 

For example, you argue that there 
should be a larger reserve for “bene- 
fits to be paid out in the temporary un- 
employment slump that is expected dur- 
ing the industrial reconversion period.” 
The pending payroll tax question has 
nothing whatever to do with unemploy- 
ment benefits. 

The pending question deals solely with 
the taxes which workers and employers 
shall pay for existing statutory old-age 
benefits; and these benefits will not 
change in any “temporary unemploy- 
ment slump” and these are not governed 
by the size of the reserve. I think you 
have confused the old-age pension sec- 
tion of the social security law with the 
unemployment benefits section. 

The present controversy boils down to 
this: How large should the ultimate re- 
serve for future old-age pensions be? 
In other words, how much shall now be 
collected from workers (and their em- 
ployers) to be paid into this reserve 
which everybody concedes will not be re- 
quired in any amount for at least 20 
years to come? 

« . * 

Your attack should not be on me. It 
should be on Secretary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau, who has officially set down 
the rule (which in turn was written into 
the statute in 1939) governing the neces- 
sary size of this reserve. The rule is 
that the reserve should be three times 
the highest annual expenditure contem- 
plated in the subsequent five years. On 
Jan. 1 the reserve will be 12 (instead 
_of three) times the low estimate of 1949 
expenditures, and eight (instead of 
three) times the highest estimate. There- 
fore, under the “Morgenthau rule” and 
under the implications of the statute 
itself, there is no justification for 
doubling this particular tax on 40 million 
workers (and their employers). 

The question has nothing whatever 
to do with an expansion in coverage or 
benefits. It has solely to do with the 
taxes necessary to support existing bene- 
fits. I repeat it has nothing to do with 
unemployment benefits now or hereafter. 

You suggest that “a higher tax would 
be an excellent curb on inflation.” That 
may be. But I respectfully deny the 
right of Congress to levy social security 
taxes for anything except direct social 
security benefits. If we ever start mani- 
pulating social security funds for col- 
lateral social and economic purposes, 
we shall have destroyed the trust char- 
acter of these funds. 

You say my position is anomalous be- 
cause I finally “confessed last spring 
that the tax needed to increase.” I “con- 
fessed” nothing of the sort. I have 
always said that sooner or later the tax 
must go up in proportion as the benefit 
load increases. The only question at 
stake is when it should go up. This is 
a matter upon which I readily concede 
that there can be legitimate differences 
of opinion. 

> © 

But the “Morgenthau rule” ia clear. 
Therefore, the real question is whether 
the “Morgenthau rule” is right or wrong. 
Instead of charging me with a sinister 
“confession” which I did not make, I 
respectfully suggest that it might have 
been fairer to credit me with good faith 
in this matter, inasmuch as my present 
proposal includes a requirement for an- 
other expert study of this subject in 
an effort to take it out of controversy. 

You will understand that I am writing 
in no spirit of complaint whatever. I 
am only writing because of my great re- 
spect for your splendid newspaper and 
my belief that you have been unwitting- 
ly led to an erroneous editorial con- 
clusion regarding a matter upon which 
factual thinking is very important. 
Therefore, I give you these final figures: 

The total income in the last fiscal 
year (at the 1 per cent tax rate) for 
old-age insurance was approximately 
$1,400,000,000. Benefit payments for the 
year were approximately $185,000,000. 
The total reserve (for thése exclusive 
purposes) on June 30, 1944, 
$5,500 ,000,000. 

The Social Security Board estimates 
the highest annual expenditure in the 
next five years to be between $450,000,000 
and $700,000,000 in 1949. In other words, 
at existing payroll tax rates the reserve 
is 12 (instead of three) times the lowest 
estimate and it is eight (instead of 
three) times the highest estimate. In 
neither case would the “Morgenthau 
rule” justify a 100 per cent increase in 
payroll taxes in 1945. 

I respectifully submit these figures to 
your study. I respectfully submit that 
your editorial entitled “Lame Duck Bad 
Medicine” is “bad medicine” itself. The 
“lame duck” touch is adroit but dubious. 
I am not a “lame duck.” There were 
no “lame ducks” on the three previous 
annual congressional roll calls which 
have sustained my position upon this 
proposition. It will not be a “lame 
duck” majority which controls the vot- 
ing this time if we can succeed in bring- 
ing this matter to a showdown roll call,

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Unity has been a mighty engine for the success 
of the United Nations in their battle against the 
forces of evil. It could be of even greater use- 
fulness to the nation—and the world—in the 
nearing time of conversion from war to peace. 

This message was preached to very different 
congregations these last few days. At Rye, N. Y., 
the International Business Conference, made of 
leaders from 52 countries brought together by 
the Foreign Trade Council, National Association 
of Manufacturers and United States Chamber 
of Commerce, talked in terms of an aggressive 
support for a “world system of economic unity.” 

Leaders from many countries urged low tariffs, 
no embargoes er quotas, stable currencies and 
the formation of an international business office, 
comparable to the International Labor Office, 
which has made so conspicuous a success. 

Free enterprise was advocated as against gov- 
ernment ownership or competition, but the dele- 
gates frankly admitted the need for government 
controls to prevent abuses; and to insure the 
basic responsibility of business in trade prac- 
tices and social security. 

At Chicago yesterday, President Philip Murray 
preached unity to his CIO brethren—the unity 
between industry and labor in America during 
the war, which must be continued in the years 
ef peace, otherwise “chaos and the destruction 
of our industrial life’ would result. 

He did not subscribe to the “foolhardy anti- 
quated notions of strike and strife’ but urged 
a re-employment program as the real key to 
postwar stability in the United States. Its pur- 
pose is to insure so much activity in the country 
that unquestionably there will be a job for every 
person able and willing to work. 

Mr. Murray stressed new regional develop- 


ments, like the Missouri Valley plan; moderniz- 


ing our transport plant; building 1,500,000 new 
houses a year for a decade; more hospitals and 
medical care; more schools and scholarships, 
and an expanded social security. 

More important, however, than the specific 
items of the Murray program is the revelation 
that labor union policy is entering a new epoch 
of its development.

Now it is insisting on an expanding economy, 
an improving society, with the more ample facili- 
ties and services that go with a land of plenty.

and of Ciudad Trujillo. 

Never before have people—very nearly all 
people—had learning so literally thrust upon 
them, as they have today through the medium 
of radio. To make its educational programs 
increasingly substantial and interesting is radio’s 
obligation. It is also the way in which radio, 
once a luxury, is becoming a ‘necessity. 
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Add modernized similes: As far apart as the 
Poles and the Russians. 
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On Wage-Price Control 

Stabilization Director Vinson’s hands should 
be upheld in his efforts to preserve the Little 
Steel wage formula intact. There are, to be sure, 
some persuasive facts on the other side—notably 
the report of the President's special committee, 
headed by WLB Chairman Davis, that living 
costs for most wage-earners have risen some 30 
per cent. This is double the 15 per cent pay 
increase—with Jan. 1, 1941 as the base—per- 
mitted in the Little Steel formula. 

On the side of the formula, there is the fact 
that overtime pay is far more than offsetting the 
increase in living costs for many workers. There 
is the fact that if the line is allowed to slip 
from 15 per cent, the whole wage-price structure 
may slide further toward inflation than anyone 
intended to let it. There is the fact that wage 
and price control can’t be expected to work per- 
fectly—and so long as it works reasonably well, 
a good course would be to leave it alone. 

There is the further fact that, as Mr. Vinson 
said, a better course is to attack the wage-price 
unbalance by redoubling efforts to hold down 
prices. He promised action by himself and 
Price Administrator Bowles. The Stabilization 
Director will be making a still stronger case if 
he will promise also drastic efforts at price roll- 
backs, and if’ he will say exactly how he hopes 
to bring about price corrections. 

When overtime work tapers off, undoubtedly 
some revision of the Little Steel formula will be 
needed to cushion the shock to wage-earners. 
That bridge can be crossed when it is reached. As 
for the present, the country is still in the tough- 
est stages of war, and surely wage-control can 
be toughed out a little longer in order to safe- 
guard the indispensable anti-inflation weapon. 
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It remains to be seen whether Chiang shook 
up his Cabinet or just jostled it a little. 
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Good Government Is Good Business 


When all the bills are paid, including those 
for publication, Missouri's Constitutional Con- 
vention will have cost the taxpayers close to 
a million dollars. This, however, should turn 
out to be a sound investment, not an expense. 
For if the new Constitution is adopted by the 
voters next Feb. 27, it is estimated in a new bul- 
letin by the Governmental Research Institute 
that the savings to be expected from its provi- 
sion for a centralized tax agency alone will be 
enough in two years to pay for the convention. 

The Governmental Research Institute, sup- 
ported largely by business men, is a private fact- 
finding agency whose objectives are better gov- 
ernment and economy in government. It is il- 
luminating to find that the organization indorses

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Figs From Thistles? 

There has got to be a shake-up in aviation 
matters at City Hall. 

Mayor Kaufmann’s duties are clear: to get the 
aviation section of the city government out from 
under the wing of the Board of *Public Service; 
to set up an aviation department which would 
be clothed with real authority; to rally the Board 
of Aldermen to fuller co-operation. 

Thomas E, Flaherty, who for six months has 
been Chief of Aeronautics in name only, has 
asked for release from his two-year contract for 
an understandable reason. His able and experi- 
enced hands have been tied by his superior, the 
inexperienced Mr. Kinsey. Flaherty’s action is 
the result of his complete discouragement. 

The appointment of Flaherty was hailed as a 
great thing for the city. It gave us an aviation 
specialist who had been flying since before the 
last war, who had 10 years’ experience with the 
CAA, who was an expert in airport planning, 
engineering, and financing. It gave us such a 
man at a time when the race for postwar air 
supremacy is a furious, dog-eat-dog affair among 
municipalities all over the country, with no time 
to spare in having all plans ready. 

Mr. Kinsey’s procrastination, and his failure 
to give Flaherty scope for his talents, have ob- 
structed the airport program. The Board of 
Aldermen, in delaying approval of the Columbia 
If plans 
and projects had moved at the necessary pace, 
grading would have begun at Lambert Field last 
July and deeds to Columbia Bottoms land might 
already be in the municipal pocket. 

The money to proceed is ready to be spent. 

But so far, St. Louis has just talked big airport 
development. Talk doesn’t stop freight and pas- 
senger planes here any more than thistles grow 
figs. Only quick and far-sighted action can 
make St. Louis an aviation center. 
. On Oct. 4, the Post-Dispatch indorsed Mayor 
Kaufmann for re-election with one reservation. 
With regard to “his efforts for airport develop- 
ment’... we believe, he has not always moved 
fast or decisively enough.” 

Mayor Kaufmann has, in an unbelievably short 
time, made a great place for himself in St. 
Louis, but he must now guide airport planning 
with a far stronger hand if he is to keep his 
excellent record at the same high level.

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Neutrals in the Campaign 

Now that the campaign heat is off, and elec- 
tion matters can be discussed in a fairly calm 
atmosphere, it’s interesting to speculate as to just 
why 17.9 per cent of the nation’s daily press, as 
shown by an Editor & Publisher survey, took no 
stand for either presidential candidate. 

Readers who expected these newspapers to 
help them decide which candidate to vote for 
must have been disappointed by this neutral 
position, Perhaps newspapers have the same 
right as persons to sit out an election if they 
wish, but aren’t they dodging a responsibility 
when they do so? ‘ 

This was a red-hot campaign, in which the 
voter who couldn’t decide between Roosevelt and 
Dewey was a rarity. There were the usual mil- 
lions who didn’t vote, but that was because of 
apathy or ignorance, and surely no newspaper's 
management could be apathetic or ignorant with 
regard to news that took columns of space each 
day for weeks. Some people had difficulty in 
deciding, yet here was the most vital election 
in several generations, and it seems odd that so 
many dailies (237 in all, with 13.8 per cent of 
the country’s total circulation) stayed on the 
fence,

neutral in a presidential campaign?

Mr. Ickes Covets MVA 


Secretary Ickes, who has never given up the 
idea that some day he is going to shanghai TVA 
and put it into his Department of the Interior, 
is reported now to have conceived the companion 
idea of taking over MVA. 

Friends of this legislation should be well aware 
that one of the primary essentials of a regional 
development corporation such as TVA or MVA 
is complete freedom from Government depart- 
ments. 

In much of the Government's work, the de- 
partment is the best device yet hit upon, for 
all its slow and clumsy procedure, its over- 
emphasis on hollow legalisms, its all-too-fre- 
quently perfunctory spirit and mediocre ability. 

For the development of river basins, such as 
the Tennessee Valley and the Missouri Valley, 
the people of the United States have, fortunately, 
hit upon a far better device, by means of which 
strangulating red tape can be thrust aside, and 
the Government can act with the initiative, the 
energy and the capability that are often attrib- 
uted to private enterprise. 

The Federal regional corporation, such as TVA 
is and MVA will be, was created to—among oth- 
er things—get rid of the deadening influence 
of Government departmentalism. The distinc- 
tion between the old device of the Government 
department and the new device of the Govern- 
ment corporation is the difference between tired 
bureaucracy and hard-working Government. 

An MVA in the Department of the Interior 
would be no MVA at all; it would be tied down 
by the frustrations that too much of our Gov- 
ernment is heir to. MVA, to achieve for the 
Missouri Valley what TVA has achieved for the 
Tennessee Valley, must be, likewise, an inde- 
pendent agency, responsible directly to Congress 
and the President.

A last-ditch stand against the co-ordi- 
nated development of watersheds is shap- 
ing up under cover of hurried routine leg- 
islation in the irresponsible atmosphere of 
a lame-duck Congress, 

The MVA enabling act awaits the action 
of the new Congress, while the flood 
control bill, unfinished business of the 
present session, says in its preamble: “It 
is the purpose of this act to establish a 
definite policy of making use of existing 
Federal agencies for the construction, oper- 
ation and maintenance of all public im- 
provements in connection with navigation, 
flood control and allied activities.” Here 
is a specific commitment to pork-barrel ap- 
propriations and remote control by divided 
authority. 

The scheme to thwart even consideration 
of the MVA enabling act in this arbitrary 
manner would fasten on the country a sys- 
tem of logrolling and trading votes for 
appropriations which Proctor Knott 
damned with scathing satire in the ’70s. 
[Its profligacy Was exposed by Herbert 
Hoover 16 years ago in these words: “We 
have wasted scores of millions by projects 
undertaken, not as parts of a whole, but 
as the consequence of purely local de- 
mands. We must undertake a larger- 
visioned development of our water re- 
sources.” 


“The Only Argument for MVA”

Why all this rush to set up an MVA 
before anything else is given a chance to 
work? 

The foundation of the whole river pro- 
gram ig in the dams that will store quan- 
tities of floodwater beyond all previous 
dreams. The Army Engineers and the 
Bureau of Reclamation have agreed on the 
vast system of man-made lakes. They wait 
only on a signal from Congress to start. 

If this country can’t build dams without 
a new, all-powerful authority over a nine- 
state area, it might as well give up its 
democratic ideas right now.

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Pyle Proves His Right to Title, 
‘The Beloved Boswell of Gl Joe’ 


“Brave Men,” by Ernie Pyle. (Henry Hott & Co, 

New York.) 

The writings of Ernie Pyle invariably 
move the critics to laudatory phrases, and 
one of them recently called him “the 
beloved Boswell of GI Joe.” This isn't 
at all far-fetched. On the authority of 
Carlyle, commenting in 1832 on the great 
biographer of Dr. Johnson, it’s very apt. 
For Carlyle said that Boswell's writing 
was “as a picture of one of Nature's own 
Artists; the best possible resemblance of 
a Reality; like the very image thereof in 
a clear mirror.” 

That’s exactly what Ernie Pyle produces 
in reporting on the life of the American 
soldier at the battle fronts and behind the 
lines. He lives with that soldier wherever 
he may be—on a transport, in a foxhole, a 
bombing plane, a gun pit or a hospital. 
He speaks the soldier's lingo, eats his food, 
shares his hardships and joys and feara. 
The result, on the testimony of the fight- 
ing man himself, is “like the very image 
thereof in a clear mirror.”

Pyle’s new book takes up the story of 
Americans at war from the point where 
“Here Is Your War,” published a year ago, 
left off. Like its predecessor, “Brave 
Men” is composed of Pyle’s newspaper 
columns, with some added material. These 
columns, familiar to Post-Dispatch readers, 
are stand-outs among the war news and 
commentaries from day to day, and they 
are even more effective when read con- 
nectedly. In book form, the fine simplicity 
and sensitivity of Pyle’s writing are under- 
scored by the power of cumulative effect. 

As before, Pyle leaves grand strategy 
and politics and GHQ statements to 
others. He views his job as that of 
covering the personal side of the war, with 
first-hand fidelity and no speculation or 
embroidery. Pyle candidly admits that, like 
most soldiers, he doesn’t like war; its un- 
pleasant aspects depress him, and he often 
gets scared, For a frail and highly sensi- 
tive little man of 43, with many ailments, 
the physical and mental strain is severe. 
This explains his recent decision that he 
couldn’t take it any more for a while, and 
his return home for rest and recuperation.

reportorial skill actually grows. Some of 
his best writing is in this book. Its high 
points include D-day in Sicily, mountain 
fighting in Italy, the moving episode of 
Capt. Waskow’s death, the besieged forces 
on the Anzio beachhead, the invasion of 
France, the breakthrough at St. Le, 
hedgerow fighting in Normandy, the Allied 
bombing attack that fell short with Ernie 
in the earth-pulverizing middle of it.

Our enemies fight desperately 
after years of indoctrination, first 
because they are under such ef- 
ficient control that peace move- 
ments cannot be organized; and 
second, because they apprehend 
that this war has become that 
monstrous thing, a “war for sur- 
vival,” whereby defeat suggests 
truncation, dismemberment, eco- 
momic servitude and defenseless- 
mess against infuriated neighbors. 

In time of victories they loved 
success. Yet all reporters indi- 
cated that even then there was 
a curious apprehension and fatal- 
istic lack of enthusiasm. They did 
not even then love war. 

It is the heartbreak of the world 
that could stop war, if we would 
cease putting our entire trust in 
mechanical means, if we would 
formulate a few basic and univer- 
gal principles to become a law of 
nations, and under them mobilize 
the peoples as effectively for peace 
as for war. That means mobiliz- 
ing their minds and hearts. 

It involves the faith that in all 
peoples without exception lives— 
to quote the President’s words— 
“some instinct for truth, some at- 
traction to justice, some passion 
for peace.” This is the democratic 
faith which disappears if we deny 
its universal validity. 


All Allied in Grief. 


It involves the recognition, also, 
that one world-wide community, 
encompassing enemy and ally, al- 
ready exists-—namely, the vast 
community of grief. 

And it demands the restoration 
everywhere of popular political 
controls.

Choice of a Successor. 


The question arises, however, 
whether the President can do this 
thing if he so desires, There is 
not much question as to the desire. 
Any President who had reason to 
fee] that he had administered the 
affairs of the nation well would 
naturally like to see his work car- 
ried on by a man in sympathy 
with his ideas. 

But bringing this to pass is not 
easy. It has happened only once 
in the memory of men now liv- 
ing. Theodore Roosevelt, having 
decided against asking for a third 
cup of coffee—his own expression 
—groomed his Secretary of War, 
William Howard Taft, for the 
presidency and obtained his nom- 
ination. Taft in office proved un- 
satisfactory and the man 
made him thereupon undertook 
to unmake him. 

Taft was renominated notwith- 
standing, causing T. R. to bolt the 
ticket and atfempt unsuccessfully 
to return to office himself at the 
head of a new party. Theodore 
Roosevelt’s unhappy experience 
may have had something to do 
with it, but in any case no Presi- 
dent since his time has seemed 
to devote much effort toward 
establishing an heir-apparent, 


Speculation Is Certain. 


Nevertheless, during the next 
four years, the President will be 
suspected of engaging in this pre- 
carious undertaking. One man 
and another from time to time 
will be the center of speculation 
as the man the President is be- 
lieved to be building up. If the 
President names Henry Wallace 
to a position of importance and 
prominence, speculation will re- 
volve about Wallace. If he gives 
John Winant a task calculated to 
keep him in the public eye, the 
speculation will turn to John Wi- 
mant, and so on as fast as the 
President makes such selections. 
It will be a shrewd man, how- 
ever, who succeeds in reading the 
President’s mind. His ability to 
keep the politicians guessing has 
been demonstrated. That he will 
continue to do so is about the only 
safe forecast that anybody can 
make. 

It is conceivable that the Presi- 
dent may regard his own personal 
blessing as something less than a 
palitical benefit, since it would be 
certain to make a target of the 
man receiving it.

The process was developed by 
J. H. Walthall, Philip Miller and 
M. M. Striplin Jr., all of Wilson 
Dam, Ala. It calls for percolating 
clay with sulphuric acid to form 
sulphate salts of aluminum and 
iron. Further operations remove 
the iron, silica and other impuri- 
ties. Sulphur oxides present are 
converted back into sulphuric acid 
for reuse. The final product is 
alumina, which is electrolyzed to 
the metal aluminum.

Place in baking pan to fit. Mix to- 
gether sugar, water and cranber- 
ries and place inside and around 
the apples.

IN PSYCHOLOGY we use the word “sibling” to indicate 
either a brother or sister. You parents of one child ought to 
give your youngster at least one or two siblings, if at all pos- 
sible, for children educate children. If David were brought 
up without brothers and sisters, and some older boy were to 
accuse him of taking the last piece of cake, he might feel 
timid and blush. Or he might even break into tears. Many 
a child develops into a wallflower because he isn’t accus- 
tomed to the rough and tumble ways of other children. When 
he is thus publicly censured by other youngsters, he tends to 
cringe and draw within his shell.” “That’s tough on you!” 
David comes back at Philip, without feeling crestfallen or 
humiliated. Furthermore, his tone of voice is just as force- 


ful and challenging as Philip's.

OVER 200,000 MEN were discharged from military serv- 
ice in 1943 because they had mental breakdowns and couldn't 
stand the gaff. A child who has early learned to defend him- 
self socially and taunt his teasers with “Tough on you,” is 
not very likely to develop a mental breakdown in later life. 
If you want to insure your children against mental and emo- 
tional collapse in later life, therefore, give them siblings and 
let them thus learn the daily give-and-take that builds not 
only hardihood of bone and muscle, but also hardihood of per- 
sonality. David's use of “Tough on you” is not an excuse for 
selfishness, since we watch the children to curb such bad 
habits. But he forcibly and positively defends his rights, with- 
out the least hesitation, by this almost flippant retort to the 
older boys who may try to impose upon him,

WITH SEVERAL CHILDREN in the family, gullibility is 


also reduced, for one child tries to work his newly learned 
tricks on all the rest. Soon the younger children are partially 
vaccinated against being made “suckers.”

Doctor on 
Treatment 
for Ulcers

AM much impressed by what a 

doctor of my acquaintance tells 

his patients. In trying to im- 
press on them the necessity for 
accurate compliance with his in- 
structions for thé treatment of 
ulcer of the stomach or duodenum 
he says—“I wish you could follow 
just one case with me. There 
would be no further need to urge 
you to follow my instructions. You 
would not only be willing, but 
anxious to comply with the regu- 
lations.” 

This is true not only for ulcer 
patients, but for a number of 
chronic conditions, such ag the 
treatment of diabetes and heart 
’ disease, and tuberculosis. The doc- 
tor’s rules often appear harsh and 
unrelenting. He does not seem to 
allow for what the general confes- 
sion calls the impulse to follow 
“the devices and desires of our 
own hearts.” Heapparently doesn't 
want us to have much fun. 

But the general confession goes 
on to suggest that for those who 
do follow the devices and desires 
“there is no health in them.” And, 
as my doctor friend suggests, just 
one concrete example to prove 
that conscientious and rigorous 
following of instructions does pro- 
duce good results would be more 
convincing than an hour’s long 


sermon.

THERE IS NO BETTER exam- 


ple of the success of regard for’ 


medical treatment than that used 
in peptic ulcer. It is a condition 
that in at least 85 per cent of cases 
responds beautifully to a careful 
following out of medication and 
diet. But the course must be fol- 
lowed for about a year, and in a 
certain percentage even then re- 
currences are likely to happen at 
any time during the next five to 
ten years. But the final result 
is complete cure. And the alterna- 
tive may be some very serious 
complications. 

These complications which are 
bleeding and perforation, occur, it 
is true, in only 15 per cent of 
cases. But no doctor is wise 
enough to be able to tell which 
individua] patient is going to fall 
into that group, and we do know 
that faithful compliance with some 
very simple dietetic and medicinal 
routines will prevent many from 
suffering these serious complica- 
tions. 

No treatment, in my opinion, 
has ever supplanted or improved 
on the Sippy treatment of ulcer so 
long used by Dr. B. W. Sippy of 
Chicago. The elements in the 
treatment are of the greatest sim- 
plicity, but they must be followed 
faithfully for a long time, in or- 
der to attain success. They are, 
first, frequent small non-irritating 
meals, rather than three large 
meals. An acceptable schedule of 
meals is breakfast at 8 a. m., 
glass of milk at 10 a. m., light 
lunch at 12 a. m., glass of milk at 
4 p. m., and light supper at 6 p. m.

SECOND, neutralization of the 
excess acidity in the stomach 
which is nearly always present 
and which is almost certainly the 
irritating factor which causes the 
indigestion. This is done by the 
use of alkaline powders such as 
soda bicarbonate, calcined mag- 
nesia, or calcium carbonate. Late- 
ly, the aluminum preparations 
have proved valuable additions or 
substitutes to this list. 

Third, avoidance of irritating 
foods. A list of foods irritating 
to ulcer is as follows: 

Alcoholics, barbecue, chili sauce, 
buttermilk, coleslaw, condiments, 
onions, popcorn, sauerkraut, beer, 
cider, cabbage, cucumber, nuts, 
olives, pickles, radishes, wieners.

| My Day -o- 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


CHICAGO, Monday. 


HAVE had a number of letters 
I in the course of the last few 

days, some of them stating 
that I was wrong when I said in 
a recent column thatthe President 
did not promise, in the campaign 
of 1940, that our boys should not 
leave these shores. In other let- 
ters, the writers stated that they 
have read articles in the newspa- 
pers which said |that I was wrong, 
and they wished to assure me they 
had heard the President qualify 
this statement over the radio, by 
the words: “Except in the case of 
attack.” 


Therefore, in order to clear this 
situation up, I have decided to 
give the whole thing in chronologi- 
cal order. | 

1. The Democratic platform 
adopted in Chicago, in 1940, stat- 
ed: “We will not participate in for- 
eign wars, and e will not send 
our army, naval'or air forces to 
fight in foreign lands outside of the 
Americas, except in case of at-

2.On September 11, 1940, in 
Washington, D. C., the President 
said: “I hate war, now more than 
ever. I have one supreme deter- 
mination—to do all that I can to 
keep war away from these shores 
for all time. I stand, with my 
party, and outside of my party as 
President of all the people, on the 
platform, the wording that was 
adopted in Chicago less than two 
months ago. It said: ‘We will not 
participate in foreign wars, and 
we will not send our army, naval 
or air forces to fight in foreign 
lands outside of the Americas, ex- 
cept in case of attack.’” 

3. On Oct. 23, 1940, in Philadel- 
Phia, the President again said: 
“We are arming ourselves not for 
any foreign war. We are arming 
ourselves not for any purpose of 
conquest or intervention in foreign 
disputes. I repeat again that I 
Stand on the platform of our 
party: ‘We will not send our army, 
naval or air forces to fight in 
foreign lands outside of the Amer- 
icas, except in case of attack.’”

A word about South's bidding, 
It should be observed that he cor- 
rectly chose to jump in no-trump 
on the second round rather than 
support the hearts. Actually, such 
a jump bid implies support for 
the responder’s suit; hence if 
North had a five-card or longer 
heart suit there was nothing te 
keep him from rebidding it. 

South’s play, however, was not 
as good as his bidding. West 
opened the diamond six and East’s 
queen was allowed to hold. East 
returned the diamond seven and 
declarer ducked again. West now 
drove out the diamond ace. De- 
clarer led the heart nine to the 
queen and returned the five of 
spades, successfully finessing. Now, 
however, in order to take another 
spade finesse, he had to overtake 
the heart jack after cashing the 
king, and since hearts did not 
break, he was limited to three 
heart tricks, three spades, and hig 
two minor-suit aces. 

This was a clear case of nof 
counting up to nine. When the 
diamond suit was found to break 
4-3 declarer could well afford to 
give up a spade trick. Hence he 
should have laid down the ace and 
queen from his own hand with
